Clarence Reese who was arrested by 
Constable Charles H. W ilson on S atu r­ 
day for train riding was given a hear­ 
ing before Squire Hutnisb 
who gave 
him twenty days in the Adams County 
Ja il. 
At the conclusion of this sen 
tence be w ill be taken to Hagerstown 
to answer other charges. 


At the hearing when Reese was ac 
cused of stealing rides on 
freight be 
said “ I don’t ride as much on this end 
as on the o th er.” 
It is generally lie 
lieved that the two 
Reese boy* live 
in the m ountains and ride about from 
one town to another on the freight and 
passenger trains of the Western M ary­ 
land railroad.

Judge W anner in granting a per* 
manont injunction restraining further 
use of this 
im itation label, ordered 
the engravings and labels turned over 
to the officers of the International 
Union.

of the International Union.

Md., Jan. IO.—Accused of 
blackmailing operations in Somerset 
county, Noah Thomas, Frank Braxton, 
Thomas Savage, Charles Dennis and 
John Fields are held here under $4000 
bail each. 
It is charged that the five men 
formed a blackmailing 
society 
aud 
sent letters 
through the mails de­ 
manding sums of money on the pen­ 
alty of death. Though the operations 
were 
confined 
alone 
to 
Somerset 
county, it is believed the alleged band 
had also sent letters into Worcester 
county. 
* 
Residents of the two counties were 
terrorized by the receipt of letters, 
which in some cases threatened the 
destruction of property unless the de­ 
mands were acceded to promptly. 
Harry Cluff, a farmer residing near 
Princess Anne, was the first to receive 
one of the blackmailing demands. On 
Dec. 21 he found a note In his barn 
which read as follows: 
"Dear Sir—If you do not put $50 In 
your mail box by Wednesday evening 
we will burn your barn down before 
Sunday, and you do not want to put 
any guards out neither. Warning. 
* SECRFrrARY.” 
A few days later other persons be­ 
gan to get letters. 
W. F. King, cash­ 
ier of the Pocomoke National bank, 
received a demand that he raise the 
pay of farm hands to $1.25 a day or he 
would be annihilated with a bomb. 
Samuel Twilley. a hotel proprietor; 
Edward !>angford, county commission­ 
er, farmer and lumber dealer; Benja­ 
min Jones, a butcher of Pocomoke, 
and Milton L. Veast, Frank K. Mat­ 
thews. James Mitchell and Frank Fi­ 
fer, all farmers, received letters simi­ 
lar to the foregoing. 
Mr. Cluff did not heed the "warning 
note," but sent to Baltimore for De­ 
tective Robert W. Walter, who secured 
the services of a colored detective 
named Williams. 
Williams started in 
to work as a farm hand among the 
colored employes. 
Braxton was the first man arrested, 
and upon cross-examination confessed, 
implicating Thomas. 
Braxton said the first letter was 
sent to Cluff because his wife wa* 
convalescing from typhoid fever and 
they thought Cluff would part with the 
money to prevent any excitement. 
The federal authorities may be ask­ 
ed to prosecute, as the letters were 
sent through the malls.

D eclare Illinois Man Should Be O usted 


Because He W as E lected to the Sen­ 


ate by Bribery. 


W ashington, Jan. IO.—T he fight to 
prevent Senator William Lorimer, of 
Illinois, retaining his seat in the sen­ 
ate of the United S tates opened with a 
contest between Senators Beveridge, 
of Indiana, and Owen, of Oklahoma, 
for the right to fire Hie first gun in the 
sam e cause. 
Senator Beveridge, by virtue of be­ 
ing a m em ber of the com m ittee on 
privileges and elections, which investi­ 
gated the charges th at bribery entered 
into the election, gained a tactical vic­ 
tory by filing a minority report at­ 
tacking the position of his colleagues 
on the com m ittee who voted to exon­ 
erate the Illinois se nator. 
Senator Owen introduced a resolu­ 
tion to d*‘<dan- the election of Lorimor 
to have been illegal and void. 


Beveridge’s Report. 


The conclusion of Mr. Beveridge's 
report was; 
’ T hat iii* election wa* invalid un­ 
der any possible view of the law. If 
the senate so concludes it is our duty 
po to de clare. Therefore, I submit the 
following resolution: 
“Resolved, That 
William 
Lorimor 
was not duly and legally elected to a 
teat in the senate of the Unit***! States 
by the legislature of th e state of Illi­ 
nois. “ 
Before the report was filed Senator 
(p rim e r made a short speech, declar- 
ng his innocence of btihery and lite 
innocence of ills friends of any par- 
Jrip atio n iii corrupt practices in cou- 
lectiou with his election. 
The Beveridge report reviews the 
alleged acceptance of bribes by four 
m em bers of 
the Illinois legislature, 
und the testimony of these men that 
the bribes ha : been paid by three oth­ 
er members. The report declare! it an 
undisputed fact, although the majority 
ignores it, that the confessed bribe- 
.akers were shown to have had in 
their iKMUMMsion unusual!) largo sums 
of 
money soon after 
the dates on 
which they swore they had received 
bribes, 
This statem ent is in reply to 
the contention that the men who con­ 
fess*^ were not to be believed. 
“ What Hie s* Mate m ust determ ine,1" 
says the Beveridge report, “is whether 
it believed that thew men actually did 
receive the money which they testified 
to having received, and large am ounts 
of which were found in their posses­ 
sion in b ills of la rg e denom inations.” 
He said the conduct of officers of 
justice 
in “compelling" confessions 
had nothing to do with the case. 
Of the dismissal by the majority 
report of charge that three members 
had paid bribes because the three hail 
denied the charges and the confessed 
bribe takers were not to lie believed, 
Senator Beveridge asks: 
“W hat else did the majority expect 
these alleged bribe givers to do ex­ 
cept to deny th at they gave the bribes; 
what else could they have done. unless 
they. too. confessed? 
Did the major­ 
ity expert everybody connected with 
these corrupt pres feedings to confess?" 
The 
explanations 
of 
the 
alleged 
bribe 
givers- Brown. Broderick and 
Wilson—of 
their 
transactions 
with 
other mc rubers of the legislature and 
ol their presenc e In St. I/m is at the 
time the so-called “Jack-put" fund is 
said to have be-en distributed, are de 
d a re d by Senator Beveridge to be “ab­ 
surd and grotesque.” 
“But these seven votes," the Bever­ 
idge report continues, “which under 
the “tatUte and the precedents are 
enough 
to 
invalidate 
this 
election, 
were not ail of the tainted votes cast 
in tills putrid transaction. The testi­ 
mony shows that at least three addi­ 
tional votes were cast—those of Clark, 
Shephard and Luke." 


Owen Accuses Ten Legislators. 


A scathing arraignm ent of the man­ 
ner in which Mr. Lorimor was el*»*t**d 
was made by Mr. Owen, who asserted 
that the 
testim ony showed that at 
le«“t ten votes of the lot* received by 
Mr. Lorimer 
should not have been 
counted O ther senators opposing Lor­ 
imor have not asserted that more than 
seven votes were tainted. 
Mr. Owen contended th at the tissue 
of substantial and circum stantial evi­ 
dence surrounding the ,08*0 made it 
Impossible to re Isl the belief that the 
confessions w-*r.* sobstanti illy true. 
“ I believe that there was wholesale 
corruption and bribery used In pro­ 
curing the* election of Mr. I/u iin er,” 
said Mr. Owen, ’ and that it ha* been 
abundantly proved and that tin- effort 
to break down the corroborating mass 
of interwoven evidence above cited by 
rebuttal has failed. 
“I believe if Mr. Lorim er should re­ 
tain his seat under these painful cir­ 
cum stances it would lower the United 
States senate in the esteem of the 
American people. 
I believe the time 
has come when the American people 
will approve stern m easures in deal­ 
ing with bribery and with corrupt con­ 
duct in public affairs, and I think it 
better for a1! the* people that there 
should be an end made to the election 
of senators by the sinister commercial 
forces of the republic.”

Wife Hounded By His B rother. 


Continuing, he said: 
“This weak 
woman has been hounded by Albert 
Schenk, and her arrest for a crim e of 
which she* is not guilty was at th e in­ 
stigation of her broth**!- in law. 
Ever 
since Laura Schenk and her husband 
w ere 
united 
in 
marriage* 
Albert 
Schenk has endeavored to part them. 
On more than one occasion he has 
forced her to leave the Schenk meat 
store when she stopped to see her 
husband. We know that Mrs. Schenk 
is not guilty of the crime for which 
she is being tried. 
It is true, we ad­ 
mit, that poison was adm inistered to 
John O. Schenk, but his wife knew 
nothing of it. 
It was given him, but 
Mrs. Schenk’s hand was not the one 
that gave it.
